H e had an enviable facu lty for suji- 
presslng annoyances in the course of an 
entertainm ent, som ething m ore dread­ 
ed 
by any en tertain er than 
a thin 
house. 
In the course of one o f his 
lecture* in M inneapolis a late com er 
bad some difficulty about bis seat and 
lingertsl inside the inner door to voice 
som e loud protestations. 
O f coarse ev­ 
ery head In the audience turned tow ard 
the <l«x»r—anythin g for a change, no 


m atter how good a thing has been pro­ 
vided. 
N ye 
endured 
the 
disturbance 
for 
some tim e; theu be said politely, but 
icily: 
“ This is a large auditorium and a d if­ 
ficult one iu w hich to hear, but for­ 
tunately w e are provided w ith a »i>eak- 
er at each end o f the house.** 
It is 
needless to say which speaker received 
attention a fter that. 
Mr. N ye w as engaged to speak at 
Colum bus, 
O., 
in 
a 
new ly 
finished 
church w ith which the m inister and 
his flock w ere as w ell pleased as a 
smaU boy w ith his first pair of trou­ 
sers. 
So iu a sliort prelim inary and 
se lf congratulatory address the m inis­ 
ter referred to the church edifice, ca ll­ 
ed 
attention to its m any details of 
architectural beauty and convenience 
and laid special stn*ss 011 its new and 
im proved system o f exits. 
“ 
Ladies 
and 
gentlem en,” 
draw led 
N ye a m oment later, “ 
I have appeared 
In a great m any cities, but this is the 
first tim e I have been preceded by any 
one instructing the audience how to 
get out.” 


Pen Name His Own. 
E very man has his special trouble, 
but Nye had tw o. 
One w as the reluc­ 
tance of the public to believe that his 
lieu nam e w as his real name, and the 


other was the i>ersisteney o f som e peo­ 
ple in m istakin g him for another fine 
fellow in a rather different public po­ 
sition. the Rev. M organ Ifix. D. D., L L. 
I)., rector o f T rin ity parish. N ew York. 
Mr. Iiix ’s stories are as good as his 
serm ons, which is sayiu g a great deal, 
and Nye** face when in n»f»os« su ggest­ 
ed a m an who could preach a strong 
serm on of his own. 
N evertheless It Is 
aw kw ard to be m istaken for any one 
but yourself. 
A s to his name, every 
one who heard of Bill N ye associate«! 
him m entally w ith the oft quoted p er­ 
son q f the sam e nam e who first appear­ 
ed in Bret Ila rte ’s poem “ The H eathen 
Chinee,” and assum ed that the hum or­ 
ist's professional nam e w as assum ed. 
The poor chap 
explained at 
length 
through a popular m agazine that he 
cam e honestly by his name, h arin g 
been 
christened 
E dgar 
W ilson 
N ye 
and nickname«! Bill from his cradle, 
but to hi* latest d ays lie w as besieged 
by autograph hunters who asked for 
his signature-—'“ your real name, too, 
please.” 
The Paterson Tragedy. 
This genial man o f cleanly life and 
good habits w as brutally slaughtered 
by the public to whom for years lie 
had 
given 
laughter 
and 
sunshine. 
People throughout the country turned 
again st him w heu they heard the first 
breath of calum ny. 
W ithout w aitin g 
to hear w hether the story told o f him 
w as true or false, “ 
the dear public” 
treat«*d him so mettiily that it crushed 
his spirit, sturdy, honest man though 
he w as, broke his heart am i caused his 
death within a year. 
It cam e about at T*nterson, N. JL, 
where tie had Iteen engage«! to deliver 
a 
lecture. 
H e hatl 
been 
sufferin g 
greatly from insom nia, for whl«*h by 
expert m edical direction he had taken a 
certain 
anodyne 
«nonalcoholic*. 
Be­ 
fore his evening nap pret*ediug the lec­ 
ture he m ay have taken an overdose 
or it m ay have w orked slow er than 
usual. 
W h atever the m edical cause— 
for he had taken 
nothing else — he 
w as drow sy and slow o f speech on the 
platform . 
T o 
m ake 
m atters 
w orse 
from the s ta rt be tum bled over a l«x«se 
edge o f carpet as he oarue lx*fore the 
audience. 
A lthough very nearsighted, 
he had go«xl professional precedents 
for dislikin g to w ear glasses 011 the 
platform ; otherw ise 
his 
eyes 
m ight 
have saved his feet, but the succes­ 
sion o f acx-ident and m anner impresse«! 
the andiefice w rongly. 
W heu the lec­ 
ture w as over, som e rough characters 
who had been in the audience followe«! 
Nye*» carriage to the railw ay, throw 
ing eggs at it and w hooping like de­ 
mons. 


Killed by a Falsehood. 
N ext m orning alm ost all the New 
York papers publislnxl the rejKjrt that 
Mr. N ye had a pi wared before nu au«li 


ence the night before in an outrageous­ 
ly intoxicated condition and had been 
egged off the platform ! 
N ew spapers 
are en tirely at the m ercy of the men 
whom they em ploy to collect new s for 
them. 
Som e which used the Paterson 
story w ere honest enough to publish 
correcti«>ns afterw ard , but no correc­ 
tion is ever stron g and s w ift enough 
to eat«*b up w ith a lie. 
W hat I have 
said regardin g the causeless cause of 
the untim ely death o f a hum orist who 
can never be replaced is of my own 
know ledge. 
I w as ve ry close to Mr. 
N ye in the last y ea r o f his life and 
know w hat he thought and said. 
I also had a stran ge rem inder o f the 
night on w hich the story started. Some 
of the audience ha«i com plained to the 
lecture com m ittee that they had uot 
received their m oney’s w orth, so it w as 
deckled to give another lecture w ith ­ 
out charge to m ake am ends for the 
disappointm ent. 
I chanced to t*e the 
m an chosen to give the entertainm ent 
which w as to apply salve to the wound 
ed pockets o f that audience, though 1 
did n«»t know it at the time. 
I did no 
th e, how ever, that the com m ittee teem ­ 
ed to be “ 
in a state o f m ind” and urged 
j me to do m y best. 
It also seemed to
